T he m ost im portant schedule of the bill 
is the wool schedule. 
It is claim ed «that 
the bill, if passed us draw n, will giye to 
the m anufacturers of worsted and w aclen 
goods at least 29 per cent, ad valorem m ore 
protection on their products than they ¡now 
have. 
T he sugar schedule is reduced 22 per 
cent, in ail, a gross reduction of $12 OOOBOOO. 
It is not believed th at the m em bers of ' 
the coium iitpe know exactly w hat th e ag­ 
gregate reduction on im ports will am ount 
to. 
The general im pression, however, is 
th at it will aggregate from $50.000,000 to 
$55,000,000. 
in tlie bill to be subm itted to the full 
com m ittee, internal revenue reduction will 
form no part. T he adm inistrative features 
of the previous tariff are in the bill to be 
reported, such as extending the bonded 
period, etc. 
T he reduction on internal revenue w ill 
am ount to from $29,000,000 to $30,000,000. 
T his w ill be principally upon tobacco and 
the licenses and taxes ou distillers. 
It is 
very im probable that any reduction w ill be 
m ade on w h isk y, beer or spirits d istilled 
from fruits. 
It m ay be said, in a general way, th at the 
average gross reduction on all articles, in ­ 
cluding the free list, w ill be about 30 per 
cent. 
It is m ore th an probable that w hatever 
tbe com m ittee proposes to d o in connection 
with the reduction of internal taxation witi 
be im m ediately followed by the introduc­ 
tion of a bill into the com m ittee hefure the 
bill for the revision of the tariff is intnc- 
duced into the House. 
T he statem ent that fish is to be placed on 
the lree list is untrue.

There is talk of the Burlington railroad strike 
being compromised to-day. 
A railroad train in Missouri was held up yes­ 
terday morning and plundered by bandits. 
The tariff bill prepared by the friends of the 
Administration will be made public to-day. 
In the senate yesterday Vest made a fierce 
onslaught on the Grand Army veterans. 
Terrible avalanches are reported from the 
mountain districts of Switzerland and Italy. 
Sullivan and Mitchell have come to terms, 
and will fight In a few days. 
A construction train was yesterday run into 
the t-.wn of Placerville. 
Slight earthquake shocks w ere lelt near the 
coast and north of the bay yesterday. 


THE ROAD COMPLETED. 
The railroad track is now laid to l’laccr- 
villc and in a few days, probably, regular 
trains will be announced to run between 
Sacramento and the city of the lil Dorado 
foothills. \\ hen the extensión of the road 
was resolved upon, the Record-Uxion 
suggested that the completion of the line 
should be made the occasion for ceremonial 
exchange of civilities and congratulations 
between the termini. It was then thought 
best to invite Placerville to send down a 
train-load of representatives whom Sacra­ 
mento would entertain. That idea was 
generally approved. Later the Placerville 
people expressed the opinion that it would 
be better for a train-load of representatives 
of the Capital City to go up to Placerville 
and clasp palms with the people of that 
thriving town. This suggestion was even 
more warmly approved than the former, 
and the El Dorado Pioneer Association of 
Kan F)rancisco and Alameda entered into 
the spirit of it so heartily that it was re­ 
solved to run an excursion train from 
Oakland to carry the one-time residents of 
El Dorado to their old home to join in the 
celebration. It is understood that the 
Placerville people would prefer to have 
the celebration take place late ir. Apnl or 
on “ May Day,” by which time the 
weather will be settled, the depot buiid 
ing completed and all things ready 
for an agreeable excursion. It is to be 
hopes! that those in authority and jyomi- 
nent in business circles—which are so 
deeply interested in the opening up of 
this road, and all new roads leading to 
Sacramento—will take steps very early to 
carry out the excursion and celebration 
idea. Sacramento is not any more favor­ 
ably disposed towards Placerville than 
any other central or ncrthem city of Cal­ 
ifornia with which it has trade relations. 
But with all these it has rail connection, 
while from the former it has been sepa­ 
rated all these years by 6low and tedious 
transportation. 
The completion of a 
means of rapid transit, and that brings the 
towns nearer together, Is therefore an 
event worthy of 6ome such ceremonial as 
suggested. It is an event that has been 
desired for twenty-five years, and that has 
called out a great deal of energy and exer­ 
tion to bring about. It signifies the open­ 
ing up of an enlarged market area for Sac­ 
ramento and the rapid development of the 
resources of one of the most favored coun­ 
ties of the center and north, and that will 
in turn operate to the advantage of all the 
other central sections. It means increased 
wealth for the State, greater pros|ierity for 
the people of El Dorado, and correspond­ 
ingly of all adjacent counties. Jt means a 
better market lor their products and stim­ 
ulation of all their industries. It means a 
closer relationship between the county of 
Sacramento and the whole El Dorado foot­ 
hill region, a new current of commerce and 
general reciprocal benefits for the people 
of both sections. Kuch an event, therefore, 
ought not to be passed by without some 
uifestation that will fittingly express 
sincere gratification of the people of 
-amento and El Dorado over the com­ 
mon of so iirqiortant a highway of ('nu­

therefore, advise the Govtrnor that further 
executive action be, for the present, sus­ 
pended.

Some Suggestions From linn W ho 
the D iscoverer off Geld. 
Tbe following letter, which appeared in 
a San Francisco paper yesterday, is from 
the pen of an honored and old tinte re:i- 
dent of Coloma, and a gentleman well 
known to a majority of the Marshall Moca 
nient Commission : 
Editor Coi:: I nin pleased that a Hattie to 
Jame- W. Marshall, the gold-finder. instead of 
at* obelisk, should have been spprnvtd by the 
Monument Commission. But there are uiauy 
defecis in the derign as shown to mo i.i a .lip 
out from some newspaper. I was an intimate 
friend of Marshall, dating hack Innn the eariy 
part of April. 1819. until near the time of his 
death. But to the statue. In the first place, he 
never wore a hat sueii as depleted, but a large, 
soft slouch. Secondly, he nevet wore a beard, 
except stubble occasionally, t hirdly, he never 
wore the rubber hip-boots shown, such as hv- 
drau ir miners wear in these days At that 
time he wore moccasins or shoes. Fourthly, in* 
nevi r wore a pistol, tor I, being a gun-initli and 
dealer in fireumi- in Colonia and Placerville up 
to December. 1*5.’), ought to know, and as I onne 
suggested to him to buy a shooter, I remember 
Well th..t he remarked that he never carried a 
pistol, only a rifle, when he cros-cd Ihe plains,

R 'iILROAD FREIGHT RATES. 
Proposed Redaction Upon the Northern 
Division of the Southern Pacific. 
(8. F. Alta, February 29,1888.) 
The Constitution of the Stale oi Califor­ 
nia empowers the Railroad Commissioners 
“ to establish rales of charges for the trans­ 
portation of passengers and freight by rail­ 
road or other transportation companies,” 
and imposes a fine of $20.000 upon any 
railroad corporation or transportation com­ 
pany which snail refuse to conform to such 
rates, supplementing this drastic provision 
by a penalty of $5,000 or imprisonment for 
one year in the County Jail as a punish­ 
ment to be meted out to any officer, agent 
or employe of any such corporation who 
shall demand or receive rates in excess of 
those established by the tkinimis-ioners. 
Under the strict letter of the Constitution, 
there seems to be no limitation upon the 
exercise of this power by the Commis­ 
sioners, but it was certainly never intended 
that the power should be exercised arbi­ 
trarily. The most rabid demagogue, the 
most fanatical apostle of the anti-monopoly 
creed, would hardly urge that it was the 
duty of the Railroad Commissioners, in 
performance of the trnst conimilted to 
them by the State, to reduce rates for 
transportation to a poiut at which the 
busiuei-s ot carrying freight and passen­ 
gers must cease to be carried on at a 
profit, or that they could possibly have the 
power to do it. It was undoubtedly in­ 
tended that the power of the Railroad Com­ 
missioners must be reasonably exercised. 
To hold otherwise would be equivalent to 
bolding that the Railroad Commissioners 
have tbe power to torce tiie great carrying 
interests into bankruptcy, to close up the 
great highways of commerce, to paralyze 
every induatiy in the ritate and to regulate 
the thousands of settlers, who have been 
induced by offeted facilities for transporta­ 
tion, to conveit our millions of acres of 
forest arid desert into fertile ore hards and 
farms, to the slow going ante-railroad days 
of the pack-train and the ox-teatu. Ail 
over the world it is the railroad to-day that 
gives value to the farm and to farm produce 
Crush the railroad and you cripple the 
farm. Cripple'.he farmer and you destroy 
ihe town and tbe village, while the city 
itself, keeping pace with the backward 
march, will soon take the place of the vil­ 
lage, retaining nothing of the city but the 
name. It ought lo be readily seen, there 
fore, that this power to establish rales is one 
that should be carefully exercised, and 
where exercised should be carefully 
watched by the people. 
A case has just now arisen in reference to 
wliat is known as the Northern Division of 
the Southern Pacific. That road is to-day 
the most important factor in the develop­ 
ment of what promises to be one of the 
richest sections of the State of California. 
Starling from San Francisco it traverses the 
peninsula, passes through San Mateo and 
Santa rilara to Gilroy, in the southerly por­ 
tion of the lattir county, whence it crosses 
into the Pajaro valley, and thence pro­ 
ceeds in an almost direct line through the 
heart of the rich counties of Monterey 
and San Luis Ooispo to Templeton, in the 
latter county, present terminus of the di­ 
vision. The road itself is one of the best 
built and most completely equipped in the 
Un te.lStates. The arrangementnf its trains 
is perlect, and it affords tne most atnple 
facilities lor the transportation of freight 
and passengers. There never has been a 
complaint against its management,with the 
exception of some little local difficulty last 
year in tbe neighborhood of Watsonville, 
which was satisfactorily adjusted at the 
time. The rates for carrying of freights 
and passengers have been accepted as rea­ 
sonable by the great bulk of the people 
along the whole line. Yet, without any 
apparent necessity or reason, the Railroad 
Commissioners have ordered an arbitrary 
reduction of ten per cent, on all rates be­ 
tween San Francisco and Watsonville. 
The order, however, has not been en­ 
forced, pending the hearing of a protest 
by the railroad company. The reasons 
upon which that protest is based are now 
before the public, and would seem to be 
founded in justice. It is shown conclu­ 
sively that the rates now charged compare 
favorably with those of the great Eastern 
roads, and yet Eastern rates afford no fair 
basis of comparison. Taking one of the 
great Illinois Trunk lines as an example, 
il is shown that with coal and wood at $G 
a ton and $4 75 a cord, respectively, as 
against $1 77 and $2 50, fuel supplies have 
cost here an excess of $100.000 and upwards 
over Ihe cost of similar supplies in Illinois, 
for the year 1887. Iu addition to this the 
higher rate of wages paid by the Southern 
1’acific Company has made in the same 
period an increased cost of'$200,000 and 
upwards over the cost oi similar services 
in the East. 
Yet, in face of tbis.it is 
shown that in the carriage of groceries, 
grain, lumber, etc, the rates charged by 
the Southern Pacific Company are from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent, less than these 
of the roads compared 
Still further, as iu 
evidence of the desire of the railroad com­ 
pany in good faith to study the interest of 
its patrons, it is shown that during the past 
ten years it lias voluntarily reduced its 
rates nearly fifty per cent, on different 
articles With these indisputable facts be­ 
fore the Railroad Commissioners, how can 
it be shown or even c'aimed that the in­ 
terests of the public demand their interfer­ 
ence at this time? 
But there is still another aspect of the 
case that, it would be well to consider. The 
northern division of the Southern Pacific, 
which, as we have seen, now has Temple 
ton for its terminus, is but one atep in a 
long march of contemplated improvements. 
The projected road, winch it has been the 
intention of the company to build and 
equip as soon as possible, ami as rapidly as 
its business will warrant, leaving Temple­ 
ton, will continue through San Luis Obispo 
county, the city of the same name, and 
tltencrt through Santa Barbara. Ventura to 
Newhaii, connecting with the Southern Pa­ 
cific main line across the continent to New 
Orleans; the line from a point fifteen miles 
this side of Santa Barbara to Newhall being 
already completed. But what encourage­ 
ment will the company have to go on and 
complete this great work of development, 
if it is to be met almost at the outset with 
this arbitrary interference? If 'he Com­ 
missioners insist on the present reduction 
of 10 per cent., which dois not seem to be 
called tor, what guarantee has it that that 
reduction will riot be followed by others 
which would make every successive mile 
of road that it now contemplates building 
an additional burden instead of a profit, 
threatening overwhelming debt and disas­ 
ter to its enterprise. Tbe enforcement of 
this proposed reduction will he practically 
to terve notice on the company that its 
great work of building np and developing 
the State must he continued, if at all, at. its 
peril. Such ac’ion of tbe Commissioners 
can have one effect only, and that is to re­ 
tard the great progress of State development 
which is now going on. There is no well- 
founded complaint that tbe conduct of the 
railroad company, whatever cause for com­ 
plaint there may have been in the past, is 
not now just and fair. Thousands of acres 
of land in the richer section of country 
through which this road when completed 
will pa>s are now awaiting the arrival of 
the railroad to give them tenfold and hun­ 
dredfold value and to make them the sites 
of the comfortable homes of hundreds of 
thousands of industrious settlers. Cripple 
the road by this unwise action and it will 
have a paralyzing effect on this vast 
sclipme of development, producing an ag­ 
gregate loss against which this proposed 
reduction of ten per cent, on freight rates 
between San Francisco and Watsonville 
offers no appreciable offset. We believe 
that the present action is uncalled for ; it is 
not even a-ked for by any appreciable 
numh.r of the patrons of the road, the 
majority of whom are satisfied that the 
company is to-day doing all that can in 
j ih'ice and fairness be expected of it; and 
in addition to this the effect of the order, 
while nominally operating only between 
San Francisco and Watsonville, would 
practical !v be to com pci a similar reduc­ 
tion throughout the whole, or else leave 
the company exposed to continual com 
plaints and charges ot discrimination. 
We are convinced that tL.s unwise pro­ 
posed action of the Commissioners will 
meet with strong and earnest protest from 
all the great counties along the line., not 
only where the road is already completed, 
but along the whole of the pr»-poseí 1 exten­ 
sion. The route is one of the finest on the 
continent. When open to travel it will 
pass through the richest and im>st f rtile 
Country a d through a clima e the most 
delightful and scenery as besn'tful as any 
in ihe w..rld The people of those coun­ 
ties hev - long been looking for Ihe comple­ 
tion of this road Ii is necessary to open 
rip tbe-r lands to tbe tide of immigration 
whit h is ffestined to follow the progress of 
the locomotive. The great val! y of Santa 
Clara, one of tbe roo't beautiful in the 
S'a e, will be the first, to feel the rising 
prosperity which will come from the ad- 
vncing tide, and this is perfectly nnder- 
Kood by the people along the line. The 
Commissioners will make a great mistake 
if Ley adopt now and at this inauspicious 
pint- a system of repression which can only 
Lave the effect to stop tbe wheels of pro­ 
gresa and delay fruition *f tbe present well- 
founded hoj-es of the people in the e wst

Next to parting with members of ones 
family is the parting between teachers and 
pupils. How well we remember the school 
teachers of our childhood days. The kind 
words spoken, the good advice given by 
the schoolmaster of years agone, are still 
fresh in our memory, and although our be­ 
loved in tructor may bleep in the church­ 
yard, where the daisies bloom each return­ 
ing spring, still the recollections that clus­ 
ter around our school days and happv 
cü; Id hood hours, still remain fresh and 
will continue until our latest days. The 
position of teacher and pupil in m any re­ 
spects is sim ilar to that of parent and child, 
anil a separation in either case is always 
attended with sadness. ODe of the finest 
educational 
institutions 
in this 
State 
is the Sacramento Grammar School. I 
has a corps of fourteen capable teschere, an 
attendance of over 600 bright-faced intelli­ 
gent boys and girls, ar.d is the pride of our 
local educational system. 
For the past two and one-half years this 
model school has been under the prnicipal- 
ship of P r if. Madison Babcock. 
He came 
among us a stranger, soon won the con­ 
fidence and admiration of the pupils under 
his charge, and the respect ot the entire 
community. A few weeks since Mr. B ib­ 
cock was chosen Assistant Superintendent 
of the public schools of San Francisco, and 
with profound regret he tendered his resig­ 
nation to the Board of Education of tins 
city. 
Whiie his many friends regretted to 
lose his valuable services as a teacher, aud 
his presence as a good ciiizen, they con­ 
gratulate him upon his success abroad, 
which is but a just appreciation of his 
merit and ability. 
Miss M. J. Watson was elected as Mr. 
Babcock's successor, and yesterday the lat­ 
ter served his last day as Princip .1. W ish­ 
ing to have appropriate ceremonies, and at 
the same lime give the retiring Principal 
an agreable surprise, the teachers arranged 
an excellent programme and called an as­ 
sembly for 1:30 r m to which the Principal 
was invited. Miss Lizzie Griffin presided 
at the piano and was director ot the exer­ 
cises. which were appropriate and highly 
creditable. The programme was as fol­ 
lows :

There is not so mnch 
feeling in l.is tones as have tenors of like 
capacity who might be named, but his 
style is good and his method awakens com- 
nieudatioH if it does not arouse marked en­ 
thusiasm . For the first encore he sang 
“ The Maid ot the Mill ” and it was one of 
the most enjoyable songs of the evening, 
in the dui-t with Mr. Kinross from “ Tlte 
Lily of Killarney,” both gentlemen were 
warmly applauded and recalled to repeat 
the 
beautiful 
selection. 
Miss 
Mary 
Fox, of Sau Francisco, contralto, has a 
flexible voice whicu she uses with intelli­ 
gence; it is true in intonation and strong 
and sweet, it did not manifest dram atic 
quality in a high degree, but the audience 
was quite unanimously impressed with the 
idea that her selections were not well 
chosen tor the occasion; certainly they did 
not rouse an audience strongly disposed to 
be very kindly and anxious to be moved 
by the singer. To this, however, an excep­ 
tion is to be made for the beautiful song 
she gave,"W inds at Rest,” which was a re­ 
fined interpretation of feeling music. She 
was recalled afiei each number, favored with 
some ricii floral tributes, and sang for the 
first encore "Of Thee I’m Thinking Mar- 
gheretta.”

Buck’s exquisite at remgement for 
male chorus of the ¡scotch ballad “A nn’e 
Laurie," it br--ke down undeniable reserve, 
and was compelled by the audience to re­ 
peat the entire selection. 
In ihe next, it 
had the audience fully enlisted for it, and 
in the fifth num ber,’“ Rosebud Fair,” .t 
proved beyond all question that it has 
made great advancement, and paid a com­ 
plim ent to conductor Kinross bv its rendi­ 
tion of the difficult score. 
It proved that 
it is a well-balaucid body, doing its work 
carefully and with precision. 
Increased 
familiarity by tlie public with male chorus 
singing, of which we have comparatively 
little here, will reveal greater merits in the 
work of this club than may be now con­ 
fessed. The fact must be kept in nnnd 
that music for heavy male choruses has a 
very 
distinctive character, and is quite 
apart from that for mixed voices. 
That 
sang last night is standard, and though the 
graver selections seemed to many too mildly 
expressive, yet they were in strict keeping 
with the best models. Evidence that the 
audience fell the numbers for the chorus to 
be too severe and lacking in color, was 
given in the eagerness witli which they re­ 
ceived the apparently lighter and more 
spirited choruses. 
But analyzed coolly and 
dispassionately, the work of the chorus 
demonstrated that precisely the object ol 
its formation is being accomplished, and 
that a body of singers is being well trained 
to expressive, tasteful and correct male 
chorus singing, that will, with every exhi­ 
bition, be found to be marked by more of 
feeling and vividness. The stage last even­ 
ing was handsomely dressed, and all Ihe 
details for the comtort of the auditors a t­ 
tended to with nicety. 
Miss Amelia Bohl 
was accompanist and presided at the piano 
with entire satisfaction. The audience was 
gratified bv being furnished by the Club 
with the fill I text of all the songs, in a 
little souvenir volume prefaced by the pro­ 
gramme. thus enabling the songs’ to be fol­ 
lowed with satisfaction.

The Fire Commissioners Demand Their 
Rights of ihe Tiuatees. 
The following synopsis of a document 
filed yesterday in the County Clerk’s office 
is self-explanatory: 
“ TheBoard of Fire Commissioners of 
the City of Sacramento, and John T. Grif- 
fitta, President of said Board, plaintiffs, vs. 
the Board of Trustees of the City of Sacra­ 
mento. Eugene J Gregory, John Ryan and 
W . R. Jones, members of said Board, de­ 
fendants.” 
The complaint alleges that the Fire Com­ 
missioners on February 3, 1888. made a re­ 
port to the City Trustees of the probable 
expenses of the Fire Department for the 
ensuing year, fixing the am onnt at $34 12o; 
that the taxable property of Sacramento! 
as fixed by the City Assessor, amounts to 
$12.105 325; that the City Trustees, after re­ 
ceiving tbe report of the Fire Commission­ 
ers. levied a tax of 22 cents upon the $100 
for the purpose of raising money sufficient 
to meet the expenses of the Fire Depart­ 
ment, but that tbe said 22 cents on the $100 
so levied is not sufficient to raise tbe 
am ount so estimated and reported by the 
Board of Fire Commissioners. 
The complaint says that in order to raise 
the am ount asked by the Fire Commission­ 
ers it would be necet-sery to levy a tax of 
28 1 5 cents on the $100; that the Trustees 
have been requested to make such a levy, 
but refuse: that a tax of 22 cents on the 
$100 would amount to only $20,631 716, 
and would leave tbe estimate so reported 
and made b ,-the hire Commissioners the 
sum of $7.493 285 unprovided for by any 
special or other tax levied by the Board of 
T antees. 
The complainant further alleges that 
under and in pursuance of an Act of the 
Legislature, entitled “ an Act to establish 
a Paid Fire Department in the city of 
Saeta men to,” approved April 1, 1872, it is 
the duty of the said Board of Trustees at 
the time of levying the city taxes to levy a 
special tax sufficient to raise the am ount so 
estimated and reported by the Board of 
Fire Commissioners ; but to perform such 
duty the Board of Trustees have refused 
and still refuse. 
Wherefore, tbe plaintiffs pray ths' a writ 
of mandamus shall issue commanding the 
Board of Trustees to levy a special tax to 
the am ount asked—lo wit, $34 125. 
Judge Van Fleet yesterday granted an 
alternative writ of mandate directed to 
the City Trustees, ordering them to either 
lew the tax as asked, or to appear in De­ 
partm ent Two of ihe Superior Court, on 
the nint 
day of March, 1888, at 10 o'clock 
a m., to how cause why they have failed 
to levy s -li tax. 
Gen. A L. H art is attorney for plaintiffs.

Constantinople, February 29th.— The 
sarcophagus containing the body of Alex- , 
ander the Great has been discovered a t ' 
Saida. 
[Saida is a seaport sown of Syria, built on the 
site of the ancieut Sidon, twenty-six miles 
southwest from Beyrout. It is the most aneient 
of the Fhcenician cities, havmg been built be­ 
fore the famous 'lyre. 
Like ith er Turkish 
towns, it is uow dirty and full of ruins, while 
the houses are mean in appearance aud ill-built. 
The ground in the neighborhood, however, is 
laid out iu or,-hanls aud gardens, which appear 
very beautiful at a distance. The magnificent 
harbor, which whs formed by vast moles stretch­ 
ing out into the sea, is now almost entirely de­ 
stroyed. Its trade, however, is still consider­ 
able, being the port of Damascus and the chief 
commercial depot of the surrouuding country. 
Sidon is frequently mentioned in Scripture, and 
also by Homer. It was a place ol consequence, 
even long alter the Christian ora.]

Ju lia 's V ictim s —T he 
Tow n in Mourning;.

V a lle jo , February 29th.—The bright 
sun shone out this morning upon a city in 
mourning. The saddest part of the great 
catastrophe of last Monday had begun—the 
farewell to the remains of those who had 
lost their lives without saying good-by to 
their nearest and dearest. The flags of the 
city drooped at half-mast from their poles, 
and the people lingered aimlessly about 
the streets, burdened with the feeling of 
sadness which has settled down over the 
entire community. 
As requested by the City Trustees, the 
business places cloeed, doing only such 
work as was absolutely necessary. 
The schools were adjourned for the day, 
in recognition of the great misfortune 
which has left so many orphans iu our 
midst. 
The tolling of the church bells through­ 
out the day kept tbe mind in remembrance 
of the solemnity and sadness of the occa­ 
sion, and the tuncnl processions, wending 
their way to the cities of the dead, spoke to 
the living the lesson of the uncertainty of 
human life. 
Tbe funeral of W illiam Connolly. John 
Brandon. Michael Branley, M. G. Hodg­ 
kins, Albert Mathiason, Joseph Fragas and 
T. C. Stark took place to-day. 


the number or victims. 
The total number of killed and missing 
is now placed at twenty-nine lives. Six­ 
teen bodies have been recovered. 
The following are stiil missing: E. W. 
McDonald, King Clarke, Albert James, 
Michael Dolan, William Andrews, Timothy 
Hurley, John Champion, K. C. Alexander, 
Henry Peterson, Timothy Kane, Frederick 
Ashley ai.d James McDowell.

EXAMINING THE BOILER. 
Vallejo, February 29:h. — Early this 
morning the wrecking steamer W hitelaw 
took up the fire-box end of the bursted 
boiler and placed it on the wharf; also the 
two oil vats. It is not known when the 
other part of the boiler will be recovered. 
The portion of the bursted boiler on the 
wharf attracted hundreds of persons dur­ 
ing the day, and the boil r-makers aud 
machinists were particularly anxious to 
scrutinize it closely. 
Their comments 
would till a book. The tube-sheet at the 
back end of the fire-box is apparently as 
firm as the day it was put in. 
It is pulled 
nut of shape, hut not broken or cracked. 
The safety flues in the crown sheet of the 
fire-box were not melted, therefore the ex­ 
plosion could not have been caused by low 
water. It is possible that some of the stay 
boils, or a portion of the boiler, being crys­ 
tallized, gave way and the ordinarily strong 
part yielded, the boiler was torn apart the 
entire circumference of the barrel, like a 
piece of paper. It was seemingly well- 
staid and in good condition. The boiler 
sheets were not scaled or eaten iu any 
place. 
• 
The boilers were made at the Central 
Pac fie shops at Sac amento in 187G. They 
were eighteen feet in length by four aud a 
half feet in diameter. 
Said a boiler-maker who made an exam­ 
ination of the bursted p a rt: 
“ If I had 
owned the Julia, and one hour before the 
explosion had made a personal and rigid 
examination of the boilers, I would have 
accepted them as iu good condition. They 
weie remarkably well kept, and their clean- 
limss reflects credit on ¡lie chief engineer. 
The boiler-iron will have lobe tested before 
the real cause of the t xplosion can be found 
out.”

CONCERNING THE BOILERS. 
Inspectors of Boilera Hillm an and Lub­ 
bock came to Vallejo yesterday afternoon 
and prepared to examine the position of the 
wrecked boilers as displayed by a diagram 
which the divers furnished. 
By this it 
would seem that one end of one of the 
boilers flew out and struck the oil tanks 
and pushed them out of position. The 
tanks were not materially injured, though 
crushed, and several bucketfuls of oil were 
drawn from them as late as yesterdav 
morning. 
Inspector Hillman, who last examined 
the Julia, in June, says the two boilers, 
each 191 by 5 feet, were built in 1876, in 
Sacramento. They hail been repaired from 
time to time, receiving attention as late as 
ast summer. The iron used was 8-inch 
thick and was tested to 69 009 pounds to 
the square inch. 
Boilers ot this descrip­ 
tion are allowed to adm it 125 | minds of 
attain to the square inch, but ihe Julia only 
carried 110 pounds, nor even loid that 
pr« ssure wht n the accident occnrre!. 
The explosion is accounted for by In­ 
spector Ilillm an on the well known theory 
i t the alteration in the tcxiure of iron 
brought about by pressure. Contraction 
am! expansion fi>r a number of years is apt 
to deprive iron at leas’, of its elasticity, 
and to make it t little.
